After a bri.-f executive session the Senate 
took up the tariff bill, au4 consideration of 
the free Hit began. 
The reading cf the free list being completed, 
Allieon offered an amendment, which was 
ordered printed, providing for refunding 90 
per cent, of the duty paid on imported salt 
used in curing meats exported from this 
country. 
Bayard moved to add to natural mineral 
waters in the free list the words "together 
with the toUle* in which they are contained,” 
and with this amendment pending the Senate 
adjourned. 
Io the House a joint resolution was passed 
to admit free of duty a monument to George 
Washington, tobe imported by the Philadel­ 
phia Society of Cincinnati.

Th3 Congress of the United States, on 
the 1st day of July, 1862, passed an Act 
entitled “ An A ct to aid the construction 
of a railroad and telegraph line from the 
Missouri River to tho Pacific Ooean, and 
to secure to the Governraent the use of 
the same for postal, military and other 
purposes.” 
By this A ct the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company is authorized to consol­ 
idate and merge its powers with the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company, upon such 
terms and conditions as the respective cor­ 
porations may at any time agree, and 
under such corporate name as they may 
adopt. 
In the same A ct it is provided 
that the U nited States shall at all times 
have the use of the road for the transpor­ 
tation of mails, troops and munitions of 
war, supplies and public stores ; and that 
the same shall always be operated as one 
continuous line. 
Congress also reserved 
the 
right, 
under 
certain 
conditions, 
to fix the ratea of 
freights and fsres. 
The question a3 to the (fleet which these 
provisions of the A ct of 18G2 have upon the 
right of the State to regulate and control 
the Central Pacific Railroad, has been one 
much discussed, and upon which there has 
been a wide difference of opinion. 
The Democratic Legislature of this State, 
not upon the spur of the moment, but 
after fall discussion and upon solemn de­ 
liberation seems to have solved the prob­ 
lem, 
Both branches of the Legislature of 
this State have adopted the following pre­

Among the prominent Demo­ 
crats, not members of the Legislature, who 
Lave been present and advocated such adop­ 
tion, were ex Governor Irwin, David S. 
Terry, Congressman-elect Buad and others. 
The Examiner also takes the same position. 
Among the Democratic journals which op­ 
posed the preamble was the Oakland Times. 
It claimed th at the preamble violated the 
principles of the party. 
In view of the 
premises, and of all the facts, it may be 
confidently asserted that the dominant party 
approves the action of its representatives in 
the Legislature. W hatever effect this deci­ 
sion of th at body may have in the futuro, 
we do not undertake to say. 
That the re­ 
sponsibility of committing the State to a 
doctrine which may in the eDd deprive 
it of all control over the Southern and 
Central Pacific Railroads rests upon the 
Democratic party, cannot be denied. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD APPROPRIATION- 


THE 
LEGISLATURE. 


The A33embly is to bs congratulated 
that its Committee of the Whole, after 
a long struggle, refused to consent to 
the starvation of the National Guard. 
Au 
attem pt was1 made to lim it the efficiency 
of our militia system by cutting down 
the appropriation to such a low figure 
that the Guard would have been practi- 
c .liy paralyzed. 
As it ia now, it ha3 to 
struggle to exist. 
The safety of thecoun 
try may ultim ately depend upon its militia 
and those who have been graduated from 
it. 
The few men seen on parade by no 
means represent the strength of the corps. 
There are thousands cf citizens who have 
served in the brigades of the State who 
are not now members, but familiar with 
the use of arms and ready to respond at 
a moment’s notice to the call cf the State. 
The great mass of the enrolled guardsmen 
are either poor men or in but moderate 
circumstances. 
They cannot maintain fché 
organization at their own expense. 
They 
devote 
one 
evening 
out 
of 
every 
seven 
to 
attendance 
in 
the 
drill- 
hall, and 
give 
their time 
freely 
ta 
street 
drills, 
escort 
duty 
and 
encampments of instruotion. 
They con 
tribute likewise to company funds and 
maintenance of armories, add to the prop 
erty of the commands, and take an honest 
and sincere pride in the service. 
There 
are im portant qualifications for the N a­ 
tional Guardsman, and hence they are 
picked men and represent the better phys­ 
ical development of the young men cf the 
day. 
But all these arc minor considera­ 
tions. The National Guard should be given 
liberal appropriations and hearty support 
by the Legislature. 
A complete militia 
organization in each Stato renders a large 
regular 
army 
unnecessary. 
Skeptical 
critica of our system do not take into 
account our militia, 
or give 
weight 
to the constitutional provision th at “ a 
well regulated militia Í3 necessary to the 
security of a free State.” 
W ashington 
pronounced the citizen soldiery to be the 
palladium of 
our security. 
Hamilton 
declared 
th at 
“ the 
militia 
ia 
the 
most natural defense of a free country.” 
Jefferson put it in this wise : 41 For a peo­ 
ple who are free, and mean to remain bo, a 
well organized and armed militia is their 
best security.” 
The efficiency of militia 
systems has saved many a State from tu r­ 
moil, riot and revolution. 
The military 
instinct should be educated and controlled; 
familiarity with arms should be encour­ 
aged ; the wholeaome discipline of military 
methods fostered, and self-sacrifice and labor 
of militiamen recognized by full and ample 
appropriations in support of the National 
Guard. 
It is to be hoped that a liberal 
and enlightened view will be taken of this 
matter, and no parading of stale irony and 
ancient sarcasm about the holiday soldier 
be allowed to influence the vote of a eingle 
legislator.

NEW 
PLAN. 


A Democratic organ has discovered a 
plan to break up the spoils system. 
Its 
absurdity makes it a curiosity. 
After 
opening with a furious attack upon one of 
the ablest men of its party in the West, 
Mr. Pendleton, for supporting the civil 
service bill, and declaring that in its sup­ 
port he made the greatest mistake made 
by any man in public life in the history of

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


After «cees a message was received from the Gov­ 
ernor inclosing a letter from Governor Adams, of 
Nevada, with which he presented a joiut resolution 
passed by the Legislature of Nevada, with reference 
to fouling the Truckee river by sawdust and ether 
debris, and asking legislation ou the subject 
The special order was then taken up, being con­ 
sideration of the substitute rejwrted bv the Com­ 
mittee on Federal Relations for 8. J. R. 2, and A. C. 
R. 21, relating to the consolidation of the Southern 
Pacific Railroads. The substitute was voted upon 
without discussion au i lost—ayes 10, noes 24. 
8. J. K. 2 was then passed upon the file, tiid A C. 
R. 21 taken up. 
Mr. McClure said: Mr. President, inasmuch as 
this subject-matter has been fully discussed btf. re 
the Committee ou Federal Relations and in the pres­ 
ence of nearly ail the Senators and many of the 
Assembly, I do not think it is proper to take up any 
great length of time in discussing the merits or de 
merit* of the resolution r.t ibis tim e; but I desire 
to explain my vote upon this proposition. 
I voted 
against this proposition once, and I intend to vote 
against the resolution. 
I voted against the substi­ 
tute bec'.uae I am Lot, as a lawyer, willing to yield 
any conclusions that I may arrive at upon a bill that 
comes before u* to two 
or 
three men who 
are 
noc 
lawyers. 
I am 
not 
willing to go 
on record so. 
I don’t pretend to be infallible, 
but still I consider myself capable of arriving at 
least at a conclusion. 
In my view* of this proposi­ 
tion, and I am going to discuss it simply from a 
legal standpoint in explanation cf why i vote for the 
resolution in its present form, I subscribe and ad­ 
here to the Democratic doctru e that there is no 
fucli thing known under the Constitution of the 
United States as a Federal corporation. 
I under­ 
stand that everything known as a corporation ema­ 
nating from the Congress of the United States is 
approved bv Congress—to make war, maintain post 
roads, etc.; that it is an incident or instance to that 
power ; that it is the meaus to furnish the revenue 
of the country or carry on the business of the 
Government; but I further contend that it is well 
settled by all the authorities, beginning with the 
9;h of Wallace, that so long as the power of (Jon- 
gre<»lits dormant, so long as the Congress of the 
United States fails to exercise the right of control of 
freights and fares or interferes with the corporation, 
so long as they fail to exercise that power, then the 
State may exercise if, 
and, as 
a 
lawyer, I 
don’t subscribe to the proposition contained in 
this 
preamble, 
that 
the 
effect 
of 
this bill 
now pending before the Congress of the United 
States w ould be to relieve the State of the control 
of this corporation. That is my legal opinion, and 
therefore J cin ’t vote for the resolution, and for the 
same reason I could not subscribe to the substitute, 
because I don’t believe if the consolidation was had 
under the bi 1, if it passed, that it would in a*iy 
way affect the right of the State to tax the property 
of the corporation, and I have failed to be con­ 
vinced upon this legal proposition, and therefore, as 
a lawyer, 1 am not willing to go on record and say 
that the legal effect of the bill, if it becomes a stat- 
u to o rU w o f the United State?, is to deprive the 
Stato of the control of the taxable property of the 
corporation. 
As to the policy ct the law, I have 
not heard one word from ray constituents upon this 
proposition. 
I have received no letter, and in con 
vernation with the people of San Franc sco, wh:m I 
represent in part, the merchants an*l persons inter 
es'ed in shipping, I have not heardm:o single pro­ 
test. 
The only prote t we have bad is from one of 
the S nFra cisco newspapers, Dut I do not receive 
my la v i/oai newspapers, and I cannot have

to a legal 
proposition, 
and Í will L e v e r go upon record so while the resolu­ 
tion *t mds in the position it does to day. 
But as a 
m ater rf policy I believe it would be to the inter­ 
ests of the people to have a continuous 1 te, if it 
could be done without interference with the rights 
of the people. 
I know one of the greatest ques­ 
tions of the day is corporations. 
1 know it has 
agitifced the people for rna y years, and wi 1 take 
in ny years to settle, ar.d 1 know by a little fide 
issue of the tix cases in San Franci co they trie «to 
get around them and settle it, but. I don’t b lieve 
th i Supremo Court of the United States will go 
back one iota from what they have said in 94 U. S., 
IS Wa lace, and in every ca-e’ that h.ts been Settled 
iu the United States. 
In two or three of the cases 
three have* been dissenting opinions written cy Judge 
Field, which hive l»3en *p>keu of here, and la m 
not willing to assent to the doctrine that the Su­ 
preme Cjurt will, to day, overturn all the decision* 
which have been written upon the question. J. Jo 
not believe, and I cannot say that we have been per­ 
mitting, the Central Paeiii.

Munn case, 94 U. S. > to the contrary. I believe firmly 
that so long as the Congress of the United States 
fails to exercise the power inherent in Congress, 
with regard to thes3 roads passing through the 
State?, each State may use that power, and I would 
a*k the Senators if they have any such authority, 
because I am open to conviction.

Mr. Cross r.ext addressed the Senate, and said: 
I do n »t des're to occupy much time of the Sánate 
in the dweuwion cf this matter. 
I shall sp.ak 
briefly and as |>oint-dly as I ran ab ut the prop *si 
tions contained in this res lution. 
1 m ght be will­ 
ing 
do a little lying privately at home where no 
one wouid kn -w i t : but. when I -im asked publicly 
as a S*nator <f the State of California to indorse 
that which I know is not true, aud moreover, to 
subscribe to the t.I grapuing of that to the Senv 
t rs and Representatives of the-S ate of California 
a5 Wa-hington, as a basis for their action, tdr, it is 
something more than I can do. 
I know that th a 
re-olution is not true. 
I have given publicly ray 
reasons in this hall and upon this fl-mr and at a 
m. cling of the committee. 
There is another reas »n 
why i am not willing to indorse these resolutions. 
I stand here a« a Democrat 
I he doctrine o! my 
party is tiiat the state 1ns right* which the Gov 
eminent of the United States cionot take from it. 
And shall 1 for one moment forget that g reit 
f mi la cental principle of my party ? If I shall take 
the contrary ground, let me go to that party which 
holds to the doctriue that within the SiVtral States 
the p iwer of the Gov rument of tbe United :*t»tes 
is unlimited. There i?, sir, a limit to w¿.at i he General 
Government of the Uniled 8tates can do within the 
limits of the Stato. That limit baa bjieti fixed by the 
Constitution of the United States. 
That limit has 
been fixed by the coustru tiou placed upon the Con­ 
stitution of the United States by AF-xander II trail- 
ten and others who participated in training that 
gr.mde?t of nil ins rument* of govern newt. Th t 
instrument, sir, ha* boan construed bv the Supreme 
Couit of the United States, and the Instrument 
itself, the construction p aced up.n it by those wb > 
framed it, aid the construction given to it by the 
Sup eme Court of the United 8 aus, have all agreed, 
and have all declared, that the Genera' Govern­ 
ment cannot 
take 
from under 
State control

it 
be 
taken exclusively for Government purposes. 
Sir, 
to indorre thie resolution is to deciar* that the Gov­ 
ernment of the Unitea States can take from under 
the control of the state of Calif rnia private prop­ 
erty within the State ; and I say, sir, it is not true. 
I say it is contrary to tho express provision* of the 
Constitution of the United atat. s. 
It is in dire, t 
confl ct with the decision of the Supreme Court of 
the UmWd States. 
What does this resolution de 
clare? It s .y s th ttif the Southern Pacific Kai rood 
Company consolidat. 
with cert dn other railroads 
the State losi-3 its control. 
What is the «ff. Jt 
of such a declaration u^on our part? Suppo-e 
we take this resjlulion today and telegraph 
it on to W’ashiugton, and sup nose that on t.’ morrow 
that law is passed, do we have to bind ourselves 
hand ar.d foot t * the ddctar.iti*»n that th s State han 
lost its jurisdiction and c.n tm over this c! >-s of 
corporation*? 1 propo??, sir as long a* I s rve in 
thi* body, to be a free man, bound by no f d-e dec a 
r .tion, bou d by no f*i-e proposition, n i no -alse 
bUteracU. 
Bat I say that if we, as a teuate, adopt 


tbe proposition that by this railroad company con­ 
solidating with other roads the State has I *st its 
control, aft«r it has 
been 
done 
we 
cannot 
in 
good faith 
turn 
around 
and 
eay 
we 
will tax this railroad, because we have declared 
it taken out of tie jurisdiction of the State and not 
from under Mate control. 
We can not turn around 
ami ca!l upon tbe Railroad Ccmmi&ioners to fix 
rates of freights and fares upon tbe rai roads in this 
Sta’e, because by resolution w*c have declared that 
the State has lost its jurisdiction and control over 
its property. 
I, sir, am not ready to subscribe to 
such a prop 8»ion. 
I believe that the old l&w of 
common carriers is still in force, that whoever un­ 
dertakes to carry pa?sengers and freights for hire, it 
is so subj- ct t- > the rights of the State and under its 
control. I believe that we could not give up that right 
if we would. 
Why, sir, a man who drives a hack in 
the city of Sacramento is liable to have tbe rates 
fixed by the city authorities of Sacramento, anil 
whoever carrier freight or passengers in the Srate of 
California i* li ib!e to have the rates of freights and 
fa-es filed by the proper tribunal in the State of 
California.' I, sir, as a cit:zou, or as a representa­ 
tive, or as a Democrat, w 11 never subscribe 
the 
d« ctrine that that right can be surrendered by the 
State or by any tribunal, or even taken away from 
the State. Sir, there is not in tbe State or outside 
of the State, in ail the world, power enough to de­ 
prive the State of the power to fix freights and fares 
and levy taxes upon any business of common ca* riers 
within the State. 
Ann there is another pro)>ofluiuD 
in this connection, and it i? th is: that there is uoth- 
ing which the State of Califo nia to-day more needs 
than facilities of cheap transportation from here to 
the G uf of Mexico; from here to the Mississippi 
river, ar.d from here to the Atlantic ocean. 
The 
Southern Pacific Railroad is trying to make 6iich 
arrangements that it can carry the wheat crop and 
the wine produce of the State of California to the 
Atlantic seaboird cheaper than it can be done 
by 
sea 
or 
across 
the 
Itthmus. 
And 
this, 
air—as I understand the nutter—is 
one 
sUp, 
one movement in accomplishing that purpose. 
Now’, air, as one who believes that our prosperity 
and our common interests depend in a large d grec 
upon cheap rates of freights for the transportation 
of wheat, and looking to the fact that these con­ 
solidated lii)C9 can carry the wheat crops aLd the 
produce of this State t > the Atlantic seaports at a 
cheaper rate than they can now transport it, I call 
upon those who have a right to vote upon thia mat­ 
ter to consider whether they place in t itir own way 
a stumbling block. 
Put such restricrior s and lim­ 
itations upon these attempted measures as you see 
fir, but if you place 
upon 
them 
restriction* 
wlrch cripple your own interest, then jo u have 
only to lie in the bed which you yourselves have 
made. 
Sir, on account of my position in regard to 
these matter* it lias been charged that I am a rail­ 
road man. 
I am not, sir. 
I am a Californian, and 
I arc a representative iu California, and am respon 
tibie to no man for the opinions I hold, except to 
myeelf ?r.d mv constituency, and let the future 
prove whether I am right or wrong. 
I a railroad 
m an! Have I no record upon thes..- questions ? 
Why, so anti-railroad am I that when I lately ran for 
the position of ¡ tate Sent tor, tho-e interested in 
those matters wrote t<> my constituency aud told them 
not to vote for me. It would not do. My sentiments 
upon this railroad question were too pronounced, 
and I was too anti-monopoly. 
But, sir, there is a 
difference between being an anti-railroad man and 
being a man who i9 willing to fcubscribe to a false­ 
hood. 
1 would rather bo a rai ro^d man than a 
truthless man. 
And however tbs cry of r. ilroad 
or anti railroad may be rung in the tars of eodic 
and shake their best convic ions, 1 feel that cry and 
listen to that cry and 1 bear that cry, but if I buw

question 
I 
am 
worse 
than 
the man bought 
with 
coin; 
I

than the common coward and dotard, f.»r they fear 
something without. I believe, sir, that a republican 
alone shou d fear himself, and when he finds within 
himself stern convictions as to w’hat is right or 
wrong; that if he* will not heed them ; if the v icd 
of public clamor is louder than that, be is not a fit 
representative; and. the man who will yield to a 
c amor as against his own conviction is a coward, 
aud no coward is fit to be a representative of a great, 
chivalrous and great people like that of the State 
of California. 
Shear this resolution of what 
it contains that is false, and

remain iu the resolution I cannot and wili not so 
vote. 
Mr. Reddy—1The reasons which have been put 
forth by tbe gentleman from San Francisco I Mc­ 
Clure] and tbe gentlem m from Nevada fCross] may 
be peifeetly satisfactory to them, and I have no 
doubt but that they a re; hut I would like to ex­ 
amine those reasons for a minute aud ste if I cannot 
slnke them a little—see if they are sound, and then 
I will give my reasons f r voting in favor of the reso­ 
lution.

Mr. Dtl Valle etrongly suppjrtrd tne resolution. 
De said the present bill i ending in Conuress was a 
dangerous one, and would injure the rights of this 
St te by taking from the State tho control of the 
corpora ion and the right of laxati n. 
Mr. Spencer of N*p*and Mr. Johnson sp >ke in 
advocacy of the resolution, and Mr. Vrooman iu op­ 
position to it. 
The latter entered into a long and 
thorough consideration of the Bubjcct, showing that 
the preamble was not in accord with the facts, and 
present.d ft^ti.-fcics in supjvort of his po?iti n. 
He give tho history <»f consoHd ted lines of rail­ 
roads in other countries, and gave in quite extended 
and conclusive detail the benefits to be derived by 
this State from cheapening the rates of fires and 
freights by lessening the e<*8ts of management. 
Mr. McClure, replying to points made in debate, 
said : When I opened this discussion this afternoon 
J intended, in my humble way, to Uy down proposi 
tions that I supposed were involved in this contro­ 
versy ; prop >sitioi s thar were presented by the re3- 
olut.on Itee’f. 
I intended to speak to this proposi­ 
tion without aiy feibn«s of prejudice or bn«, and 
it does seem t > me that we have had nothing in re­ 
ply from the Senators who favored the resolution 
except bald assertions ; we have hnd nothing but 
passionate spleen 
Tocy have ta'ked all around the 
question, bu* they have not stated a tingle au­ 
thority or met a single question, in my judg­ 
ment. 
The only 
Senator 
who did 
attempt 
to m tet the constitutional question, got away off of 
the que tion. 
I wish to talK now’ practically, but 
before going into that question as it is suggested to

The hou.-e then went into Committee of the 
Whole, and the discussion of the appropriation bill 
was resumed. 
Hersbey moved as an amendment that the Na­ 
tional Guard receive only $90,000, and Storke offered 
os an amendment to that $50,000. 
biuon opposed the reduction, saying, while ho 
was not a military man, he was a taxpayer, and he 
was willing to contribute bis part to the support of 
the militia. 
Holds’er said there was a law on the statute 
books that pro ides the amount that shall be appro­ 
priated for the National Guard, aud that was the 
amount the bill calhd for.

HABEAS 
COr PUS. 


Yesterday at 4 o’clock P. m. the new Su­ 
perior Judge, J. W. Armstrong, was called 
apon to hear the return and arguments in the 
habeas corpus cate3 of Thoe. Dyer and Wra. 
Avery. The petitioner*, through their attor­ 
ney, H. L. Buokley, alleged that the parties 
were detained and imprisoned by Chief of 
Police Karcher without due process of law. 
The Chief, by City Attorney Anderson, made 
return to the writ, showing that the defend­ 
ants, Dyer and Avery, are held in his custody 
upon a complaint charging them with the 
crime of burglary, alleged to have been com­ 
mitted in the State Capitol building, wherein 
certain property of the State had been stolen 
from one of the ro ms therein ; and that the 
arrest was made n!ght before last, and that 
as soon as the City Attorney could be con­ 
sulted a proper charge was preferred. The 
counsel for petitioners contended that the 
complaint was made, aud the warrants upon 
which the return was founded were made and 
¡¿sued, after the peiiti >n for a writ had been 
filed, and after the writ had been issued and 
served upou the Chief of Police, and was 
therefore no answer. 
After hearing the arguments of counsel, 
the Court stated (hat it had been thirteen 
years sicce he had directed his attention to 
criminal law, but that front hia reeol'eotion of 
the law the return was sufficient, and even if 
it was not, there was sufficient before the 
Court to disclose that a crime cad been com­ 
mitted, and he would not be at liberty to dis­ 
charge i he petitioners, but, if insisted upon, 
might have to resolve himself into an exam­ 
ining magistrate and hear the evidence. That 
inasmuch as it appeared to him that the Po­ 
lice Court had jurisdiction and was ab.ut to 
enter upon the {lamination of the case, he 
would not interfere. That he would, how­ 
ever, make an order admitting the prisoners 
to bail in the sum of $1,000 each, and in de­ 
fault thereof remand the prisoners to the cus­ 
tody of Chief Karcher, to await examination 
in the Police Court. 
During the argument City Attorney An­ 
derson expressed a wish to try the case at 
once, which c unsel far the prisoners accept­ 
ed ; but one of the < fficers said that witnesses 
had been subpenaed to appear in the Police 
Court this morning, so by agreement the case 
was ordered to be tried before Judge Henry 
this morning.

CAPTAIN 
WIL I AM 
MACE. 


One by one the Pioneers are psBring away. 
To be a member of the California Pioneers 
requires a residence on this coast of 33 years 
As nearly all who came to this coast in 1849 
were mea of mature years, those who now 
survive have arrived at the period of life 
known as old age. The death of William 
Mace, familiarly known as Captain Mace, 
was chronicled recently, he having died in 
his 65 ;h year, while on board a vessel and 
en route to Pa ama in search of health. 
He was b rn at Exeter, N. H., in 1818 
He 
came to California in 1849, and took up his 
residence in Sacramento. 
He will !e remem­ 
bered by the e .riy citizens as bung connected 
aJDhat time wit i the police force of Sacra- 
m ?i^^¿ty. 
In 1854 he was Captain of the 
prisotfv&rig, and after retiring from that posi­ 
tion removed iato the country. In 1861 he 
entered the State Treasurer's office, which 
position ha held for eight years. To show 
the confidence General Pacheco (the then 
State Treasurer) and his chief clerk, the late 
Mr. Wadsworth, had in him, it is only neces­ 
sary to mention an incident that took place 
while Captain Mace was iu that office. The 
State Con* roller’s o ffice was robbed one night, 
and by mistake it was reported to Mr. Wads­ 
worth that the Treasurer’s office had been 
robbed. 
Mr. Wadsworth called out from his 
winTtSw, " I s Captain Mace killed?’’ The an­ 
swer came, "N o.” "T hen,” said Mr, Wadv- 
worth, " the Treasurer's office is not robbed,” 
and went back to bed. 
After leaving the 
Treasurer’s office he and family went East with 
the Pioneers of California, of whioh society 
he was sn sc'iva member. Upon his return 
he entered the mail service, which position 
he held until compeled to resign on account 
of ill-health. 
Iu 1873 he moved to Oakland 
with his family, and accepted a position in 
the Ctistom-h u e at San Francisco, which 
he held at the time of his dea‘h. Ha was 
advised by his pbysiciaca to try a change of 
climate, and he started for Panama, riyir g at 
sea, as s t a t e d , and was buried at AcapuJco, 
Mexico. 
11a leaves a wife and daughter re 
sidiDg at Oakland and a married daughter in 
the Eae*, also an aged mother and two sisters 
residing iu the East. 


B o a rd o f S u p e rv iso rs.—The Board of 
Supervisors were in regular session yester­ 
day, all the members present.

A. G. Winn was substituted 
for Surveyor Pierson as one of the viewers 
of the road petitioned for by E. G. Morton 
and others. 
A resolution was pa.-aed binding 
the Board not to audit any bills for station 
ery or printing, unless the same ere accompa­ 
nied by an order from a member of the 
Board. 
On motion it was ordered that Thog. 
Anderson turn over to P. B. Bradford the 
docket, bo Ye, etc.. for Justice of the Peace 
for Franklin township. The Committee on 
Accounts and Expenditures reported favora­ 
bly on a large number of bill?, and the re­ 
port wa3 adopted. The warrants for the 
money can be obtained from the Auditor to­ 
morrow morning. The Board then took a 
recces until 10 A. M. to-day. 


Convicted Again.—Tho car “ California,’’ 
in which General Superintendent Filmore 
went to Iteno as a witness in the Fitzgerald 
forgery case, returned as a special yesterday 
afternoon, arriving iu time to go through to 
San Francisco attached to the 3:50 tiain. 
Superintendent Filmore was accompanied by 
Frank Free. Superintendent of the Truckee 
Division, W. R. Chamberlain, of Reno, and 
W . G. 
Curie, Superintendent of Trsck. 
Messrs. Free and Chamberlain returned on 
the overland train last evening, while Mr. 
Curtis remained in the city until to-day.

was learned that Filzgera'd was convicted of 
the forgery of Mr. Film ore’s name to a rail­ 
road pass.

Yesterday at 1 P. M. the Board of Police 
Commiiei -riers met ia the Pulice Court room, 
and began the examination of the charges of 
opprcs ion and < fficisl mitcon luct preferred 
sgticst police 'officer J. J. Carroll by E. E. 
Martin and John Harkins, the two men ar­ 
rested a short time after the burglary cf the 
store of William Eberhardf, on K Btreet, 
wsich occurred about 2 o’clock on the morn­ 
ing of February 1st. The testimony of Mar­ 
tin aud Harkins wa.% to the effect that they 
had but recently arrived in the city, Martin 
being a resident of Copper-.pcUs, Calaveras 
c unty, and Harkins a resident cf San Frat- 
cisco. The former was en route to Shasta 
county, aud had stopped over in Sacramento 
for a few days to “ take in the town.” 
Ths latter wag a barkeeper, and was in 
seaich of work. 
The two formed an ac­ 
quaintance in front of the Weitern Hotel early 
in the evening previous to their arrest. One 
asked the other to take a walk, which they 
did, going to several houses of i!!-iame, 
among other places visited. A’hey evidently 
held out well, for after 2 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing they were fonnd on Second street, be­ 
tween K and L, by the three officers—Ctr- 
roil, Farrel and special officer May—who had 
answered the call of the police whistle after 
the burglary of the store. They insisted they 
were not intoxicated, although they "had 
been drinking all they wsuted tc.” They 
were taken into the Veto saloon, on Second 
and L streets, by the officers, aod Carroll took 
a pistol from Martin, which was íd bis front 
pants pocket, the handle protruding. They 
both claim to have been roughly treated by 
Carroll while being searched and oo the ro%d 
to the ttation-houre, and after their incarcer­ 
ation they were treated Ly the same i fficer 
in a "sneering and insulting” manner. 
There were several persons brought to the 
station house the next day for the purpose of 
identifying them, among them being a young 
man tamed Dclan, and they were brought 
out “ for exhibition.” A t the time of the 
arrest Martin told the officer that he had 
friends and relations in the city, naming 
some members of the Assembly and others. 
Harkins stated that detective Brissell had 
been brought to his cell while he was in 
primo, and that Brissell identified Kirn as 
" Whistling Dick,” and said " I know you.” 
They both testified that they had not been 
above Fifth street during the entire night on 
which they were arrested. Martin " disre- 
membered” many of the details of the arrest, 
but Harkins was very positive. 
Patrick Leavy, night watchman at the Po­ 
lice Station, testified to locki; g the prisoners 
up at the request of Carroll, and said he 
heard no insulting or nncourteou3 language 
used towards the prisoners by any one. 
William Eberhardt testified to tho burglary 
of the store, and sail he was sleeping in the 
rear and the breaking of the window awak­ 
ened him and he arose in time to see a man 
reach through the window aud take two pis­ 
tols. 
He described the man. as wearing a 
white hat and a black coat, which answers 
the description of Martin, one of tho men 
arrested. 
R. .7. Dolan testified to meeting two men 
on Sixth street, and positively identified Mar­ 
tin as one of the men, but that Harkins was 
not the other ; that he came to the Police 
Station with Carroll and identified Martin ; 
at that time Carroll aid not say a word to the 
prisoner ; that he had been attending the ball 
at Armory Hall on that evening ; that Mar­ 
tin had a pi-tol in his hand when he met the 
two men on Sixth street. 
Detective Brissell, whom Harkins said he 
had been recognized by as *• Whistling Dick,” 
testified that he did not go with Carroll to 
identify either of the men, and never saw 
either of them before, nor was he in the city 
while the men were in prison. 
James Dwyer, proprietor of the Yeto Sa­ 
loon, testified to the circumstances of the 
men being brought into his saloon, and said 
the officers did not use any elnrring or abusive 
language to the prisoner», and one of the offi­ 
cers showed one of the men his star and said 
be was responsible. 
Special officer May testified to the arrest of 
the two men. and arid he remarked that they 
were not tho men ; that officer F.-rrtl «aid, 
" We’ll take th m in a -.y w a y th a t there 
was no iu6uliing language used by any of the 
officers toward the men arrested; that he 
told Martin it wa3 none of his work. 
Officer Farrel stated that no offensive lan­ 
guage was used towards the prisoners, and 
that h , Carroll aud May made the arrest. 
That there was no personal feeling cf any 
ki- d against the defendants, but that he, cs 
well a i Carroll nnd May, were trying to do 
their duty and ascertain tue guiliy parlies. 
Officer Carroll then made a statement. Did 
not know the defendants, End could have no 
personal field.g against them ; was trying to 
do bis duty ; never used any insulting lan­ 
guage toward them, or either of them ; re­ 
lied upon Doian’s testimony upon the guilt 
of one of the parties; thought he was doing 
right in making the arrest; the cesa was as 
much in the hands cf the other officers a3 in 
his; never searched the defendants; only 
took tha pistol away ; told them what they 
were charged with ; showed them hia star, 
and gave bis number ; the custom is to report 
sueh ca*es up >n tho “ small slate” until 
formal charge is made ; 
did this ; did all 
the custom required. 
Not a singlo witness who was examined, 
excepting the two complaiuarts, testified to 
any “ en iering” or " insulting'’ language be­ 
ing used by any of the arresting officer.», or 
any misconduct of any kind. 
The further hearing of the ca3e was then 
postponed until 1 r. II. to morrow. 
Martin appears to have changed his mind 
in regard t a going to Shasta county, for he 
tork the afterncon train to Stockton, Al­ 
though there are two attorneys on each side 
of the case, it would seem irom the testimony 
to be a waste of time to present any argument 
before the Board.

F. X. B a u e r ’s C a s e .—Yesterday morn­ 
ing, in the Police Conrt, tho examination of 
F. X. Bauer, charged with an attempt to 
poison his wife and children, was resumed. 
The prosecution put officer Jackson, the ar­ 
res' icg officer, cn the stand, and he detailed 
the account of the rrrest and the searching 
of the premises. 
Be said he f.cund some of 
the furniture defaced, as though with a file. 
He srid the defendant stated to him that he 
bought some strychnine about three years 
ago, and had used some of it to poison dogs, 
but deoied having poisoned any guinea pig?, 
and that he had not been in Mr?. Bauer’s 
room for over a year, and said he took the fan 
which was found in his room over a year ago. 
Eddie Bsuer, aged 14 year?, and a son of de­ 
fendant, testified that the fan was in his 
mother’s rootn a few days before the arrest of 
defendant, and testified to other minor joints. 
Mr?. Eiiem r.chir, mothir if Mrs. Bauer, 
testified to giving the c, ffee which contained 
the poison to Dr. Voeller. 
Mrs. Bauer was 
rcc died to testify to some minor points, after 
which the proeecntioq rested. OwÍDg to the 
absence of some witnesses, aud an engage­ 
ment of the attorney for the dtfense, the 
further hearing cf the ctsa was postponed 
until to-morrow morning.

T h e C o n te s te d J u s tic e o f t h e P e a c e 
Case —The records of the proceedings cf the 
Beard of Supervisors yesterday (hew that 
“ on motion it was ordered that Thomas 
Anderson turn over to P. B. Bradford the 
docket, backs, etc , for J ustice of the Peace 
of Franklin towrship.” However, Anderson 
does not propose to ocey the mandate of the 
Board. He is the old Justice of the Peacs for 
that township. The mao elected at the 
recent general election died before the time 
arrived far taking Lis office. The old Board 
of Supervisors elected Bradford to fill ths 
position, lu t the District Attorney gave a3 
bis opinion that the election was illegsl. The 
present Board thon elected Bradford, but 
Anderson cltirns that it was not done accord­ 
ing to law at that time, and that under the 
section of the Pclitical Code which says that 
all tfficers shall hold until the successor is 
e ected and qualified, he is still the only 
legal Justice of the Peace elected. The mat­ 
ter will be brought before the Courts for set­ 
tlement.

THE 
FOLSOM 
MURDER. 


Yesterday Deputy Sheriff Lee and District 
Attorney Carey returned from Felsom, where 
they went to investigate the murder commit­ 
ted on Tuesday evening, of which an account 
was given in the R e c o rd -U s io n yesterday. 
An inquest was held on the remains of the 
murdered man by Justice of the Peace J. H. 
Sturgis. The mao killed was named Thomas 
Parker. 
He was said to be American b^rr, 
but nothing could be learned of his relatives

MEN OF THE HOUR. 


SEHAT0R GEOKGE F. HOAR. 


The U nited States Senator recently re­ 
elected from M assachusetts was born at Con­ 
cord, in the Boy State, August 29, 1826. 
A fter going through the preparatory course 
at Concord Academy, he entered H arvard 
University, where he graduated when twenty 
years of age. 
H e then studied law at the 
D ana Law School, Cambridge, Massachu­ 
setts, and having been admitted to the bar, 
began the practice cf his profession at W o p 
cester. 
H e was successful, and his capacity 
for public life was soon recognized by his 
fellow-citizens. 
In 1852 he was elected to 
the M assachusetts Legislature, and when 31 
years old became a Senator of his native 
State. 
A fter having been a member of the 
Forty-first, Forty-second, Forty-third, Forty- 
fonrth Congresses, he declined a nomination 
to the Forty-fifth. 
H e took Lis eeat as a 
member of the U nited States Senate in 
March, 1877. Senator H ear is best known to 
the country by his strenuous and successful 
advocacy of the appropriation to the Phila­ 
delphia Exposition, by the membership in 
the Electoral Commission, and his being 
Chairman in the Convention at Chicago 
which nominated General Garfield to the 
Presidency. 
H e is a gentleman whose culture 
aptly represents his native State, and is 
numbered among its most earnest philan­ 
thropists.
